In  planning  and  performing  our  audit  of  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  of  the 
Town  of  Hinsdale,  New  Hampshire  for  the  year  ended  December  31, 1995,  we  considered  its  internal 
control  structure  in  order  to  determine  our  auditing  procedures  for  the  purpose  of  expressing  our 
opinion  on  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  and  not  to  provide  assurance  on  the  internal 
control  structure. 

However,  during  our  audit  we  became  aware  of  several  matters  that  are  opportunities  for 
strengthening  internal  controls  and  operating  efficiency.  The  memorandum  that  accompanies  this 
letter  summarizes  our  comments  and  recommendations  regarding  those  matters.  A  separate  report 
dated  March  1,  1996  contains  our  report  on  reportable  conditions  and  material  weaknesses  in 
internal  accounting  control.  This  report  does  not  effect  our  report  dated  March  1,  1996  on  the 
general  purpose  financial  statements  of  the  Town  of  Hinsdale,  New  Hampshire  for  the  year  ended 
December  31,  1995. 

We  have  already  discussed  these  comments  and  recommendations  with  various  Town 
personnel,  and  we  will  be  pleased  to  discuss  them  in  further  detail  at  your  convenience,  to  perform 
additional  study  of  these  matters,  or  to  assist  you  in  implementing  the  recommendations.

INSURANCE  OF  DEPOSITS 

Ohscrvntion 

As  in  prior  years,  our  audit  of  the  Town's  cash  brought  to  our  attention  that  all  cash  is  deposited 
with  one  financial  institution.  At  December  31,  1995,  the  bank  balance  of  the  Town's  cash  deposits 
was  $1,932,807,  and  as  the  Federal  Depository  insurance  limit  is  $100,000  per  depositor,  only 
$140,051  of  the  Town's  deposits  was  insured. 

Implication 

The  Town  is  risking  having  a  significant  amount  of  deposits  uninsured  or  uncollateralized  in  the 
event  of  the  failure  of  the  banking  institution. 

Recommendation 

It  is  our  recommendation  that  the  Town  investigate  and  establish  an  alternative  plan  for  depositing 
cash.  The  Town  may  want  to  expand  the  number  of  institutions  with  which  it  deposits  cash,  for 
example,  with  the  Public  Deposit  Investment  Pool.  The  Pool  is  an  entity  established  under  State 
statutes  to  provide  an  investment  vehicle  for  local  governments  which  provides  safety  and  liquidity 
for  public  funds.  Another  option  is  to  seek  an  agreement  with  the  current  financial  institution  to 
provide  collateralization  of  the  funds.  The  agreement  should  state  that  the  funds  will  be  held  in  the 
Town's  name  to  provide  the  best  level  of  collateralization. 

GENERAL  LEDGER  ACCOUNTS 

Observation 

During  our  audit,  we  noted  that  the  cash  per  the  general  ledger  was  not  in  agreement  with  the 
Treasurer's  cash  balance.  We  also  noted  that  several  payroll  withholding  liability  accounts  were  not 
reconciled  during  the  year.  In  general,  the  general  ledger  balance  sheet  accounts  were  not  reconciled 
to  supporting  documentation. 

Implication 

Accurate  cash  or  liability  account  balances  are  not  reflected  by  the  general  ledger  accounts.  The 
accounts  can  be  reconciled  within  an  immaterial  variance. 

Recommendation 

In  order  to  ensure  that  all  transactions  are  being  recorded,  posting  errors  are  detected  in  a  timely 
manner,  and  that  the  proper  amount  of  payroll  taxes  has  been  deposited,  we  recommend  that  the 
cash  and  payroll  withholding  accounts  be  reconciled  on  a  monthly  basis. 

PURCHASE  ORDER  POLICY 

Observation 

The  Town  has  a  purchase  order  policy  which  requires  a  purchase  order  to  be  completed  for  all 
purchases  over  $100.  As  part  of  our  audit,  we  tested  for  compliance  with  the  Town's  purchase  order 
policy.   We  noted  that  several  purchase  orders  were  completed  after  the  purchases. 


Implication 

The  purchase  order  system  provides  management  with  a  means  of  controlling  expenditures.  The 
purchase  order  serves  as  an  authorization  that  a  purchase  may  be  made  and  that  an  appropriation 
exists. 

Recommendation 

We  recommend  that  the  Town  review  the  current  purchase  order  policy  to  determine  if  it  is 
adequate  to  meet  the  Town's  needs.  The  current  dollar  limit  may  be  too  restrictive  for  the 
department  heads.  Since  the  Town  has  adopted  a  purchase  order  policy,  it  should  be  enforced  so 
that  all  department  heads  are  in  compliance  with  the  policy. 

PAYROLL  FORMS 

Observation 

Wages  as  reported  on  the  Employer's  Quarterly  Federal  Tax  Return  (Form  941)  did  not  agree  with 
the  wages  reported  on  the  Transmittal  of  Wage  and  Tax  Statements  (Form  W-3). 

Implication 

There  is  a  possibility  that  an  employee's  W-2  is  incorrect,  and  that  the  Internal  Revenue  Service  will 
send  a  notice  to  inquire  about  the  variances.  In  the  future  the  Town  may  need  to  research  payroll 
records  in  order  to  reconcile  the  difference. 

Recommendation 

In  order  to  avoid  receiving  notices  from  the  Internal  Revenue  Service,  the  wages  per  the  941*8  should 
reconcile  to  the  wages  per  the  W-3's.  Wages  as  reported  on  both  of  these  forms  should  reflect  the 
amounts  in  the  applicable  general  ledger  accounts. 

TAX  COLLECTOR  RECORDS 

Observation 

As  part  of  our  audit,  we  obtained  the  tax  collector's  report.  We  noted  that  the  cash  receipts 
recorded  on  the  tax  collector's  report  did  not  reconcile  to  the  tax  collector  receipts.  The  tax 
collector  prepared  the  tax  collector  report  using  the  computer  generated  reports.  However,  the 
computer  balances  were  not  reconciled  on  a  monthly  basis. 

Implication 

The  cash  receipts  remitted  to  the  treasurer  were  actually  greater  than  the  remittances  on  the  tax 
collector  year  end  report.  As  a  result,  not  all  of  the  cash  receipts  deposited  have  been  accounted 
for. 

Recommendation 

We  realize  that  this  is  the  first  year  that  the  tax  collector  is  in  office.  An  additional  factor  that 
contributed  to  the  variance  is  that  the  hardware  being  used  was  not  sufficient  for  the  program.  We 


recommend  that  the  tax  collector  establish  monthly  reconciliation  procedures  to  ensure  that  the 
balances  are  properly  reflected  in  the  computer.  The  computer  generated  reports  should  be 
compared  to  supporting  detail  such  as  the  treasurer's  cash  receipts,  abatement  slips  and  signed 
warrants.   If  there  is  a  discrepancy,  it  should  be  investigated  and  corrected  in  a  timely  manner. 

VENDOR  STATEMENTS 

Observation 

As  part  of  our  audit,  we  selected  a  sample  of  disbursements  for  testing.  Of  the  25  items  tested,  we 
noted  that  six  disbursements  were  supported  only  by  vendor  statements.  The  Town  should  obtain 
the  individual  invoices  from  the  department  heads. 

Implication 

There  is  an  increased  chance  that  an  invoice  will  be  paid  twice;  once  from  the  statement  and  once 
from  the  invoice.  The  Town  also  may  inadvertently  be  invoiced  for  a  purchase  that  was  not  made 
by  Town  personnel. 

Recommendation 

We  recommend  that  individual  invoices  be  attached  to  the  vendor  statements  to  avoid  duplicate 
payments  and  to  document  that  the  purchases  are  Town  related.

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Annual  Report  to  Towns 

Ashuelot  Local  River  Advisory  Committee 

Activity  During  1996 


The  Ashuelot  River  from  May  Pond  in  Washington  to  its  confluence  with  the  Connecticut  River 
in  Hinsdale  was  enrolled  in  the  NH  Rivers  Management  and  Protection  Program  by  the 
Legislature  in  1993.  Enrollment  was  based  on  support  of  the  program  by  towns  through  which 
the  Ashuelot  flows  and  on  documentation  of  river  corridor  resources.  The  program  established 
the  Ashuelot  Local  River  Advisory  Committee  (LAC)  for  the  purpose  of  providing  towns  with 
recommendations  for  protecting  or  otherwise  making  the  best  use  of  those  resources.  The 
Ashuelot  LAC  undertakes  this  project  with  the  philosophy  that  the  river  corridor  is  a  unique  and 
invaluable  feature  shared  by  residents  and  land  owners  throughout  its  reach  -  truly  a  public  asset. 

During  1996,  the  LAC  completed  draft  chapters  of  the  Plan  for  the  river  from  Washington 
through  Keene.  The  LAC  intends  to  complete  the  draft  Corridor  management  Plan  during  the 
Spring  of  1997.  The  draft  will  be  made  available  for  public  review  and  comment  and  LAC 
members  will  meet  with  local  Conservation  Commissions  and  Planning  Boards  to  discuss  and 
possibly  revise  the  draft  Plan. 

The  Plan  will  present  findings  and  recommendations  for  land  use  planning  and  resource 
conservation  in  the  Ashuelot  Corridor.  This  includes  protecting  historic  sites  and  natural  areas, 
ensuring  pollution  prevention  and  responsible  public  access,  and  balancing  river  bank  land 
owners'  needs  with  protection  of  the  public  resource.  Priority  issues  in  LAC  deliberations  and 
meetings  with  experts  are:  protection  of  water  quality,  public  education  about  best  management 
practices  for  use  of  fertilizers  and  chemicals,  and  responsible  public  access. 

The  LAC  looks  forward  to  sharing  its  findings  with  the  river  community  and  discussing  plans  to 
protect  our  river  with  all  interested  parties.  The  LAC  also  hopes  to  become  a  resource  for 
information  and  advice  to  municipal  boards  and  private  land  owners  in  matters  of  River  Corridor 
protection.  The  LAC  is  also  allowed  the  opportunity  to  review  and  comment  on  permits  for 
environmental  permits  within  the  Corridor,  but  without  intervention  authority. 

The  LAC  also  received  a  Partnership  Grant  from  the  Connecticut  River  Joint  Commissions  in 
1996  to  publish  pamphlets  about  the  Corridor  in  addition  to  the  Corridor  Plan. 

The  Ashuelot  LAC  meets  monthly  at  the  Southwest  Region  Planning  Commission.  For  further 
information  please  contact  me  or  Jeff  Porter,  SWRPC,  at  357-0557.  The  LAC  receives 
assistance  from  Southwest  Region  Planning  Commission  and  the  NH  Dept.  of  Environmental 
Services  Rivers  Program.

The  total  cost  of  services  provided  for  a  partial  fee,  or  at  no  charge  to 
residents  in  1996  is  projected  to  be  $7,766.22  for  home  care  and  $3,287.00 
for  the  Meals-On-Wheels. 

For  1997,  we  recommend  an  appropriation  of  $12,500.00  to  continue  to  be 
available  for  home  care  services.   We  also  recommend  an  appropriation  of 
$3,777.00  for  the  Meals-On-Wheels  program.

Youth  Services  is  a  community  based,  non-profit  agency,  serving  children 
and  families  in  Windham  County  and  nearby  New  Hampshire  since  1972.   Our 
purpose  is  to  promote  the  healthy  development  of  young  people.

Dear  Selectmen: 

I  am  writing  to  request  that  The  Community  Kitchen,  Inc.  be  placed  on  your  March  1997 
Town  Meeting  Warrant  for  an  Operating  Budget  Request  in  an  amount  of  up  to 
$5,000.00.  Our  numbers  have  skyrocketed  in  1996,  and  in  October  of  this  year  we 
almost  had  a  week  long  shut-down.  Thanks  to  the  very  generous  support  of  many 
businesses  and  individuals  enough  money  was  contributed  to  prevent  the  shut-down. 
We  are,  however,  in  the  position  of  asking  all  funders  for  an  increase  in  1997.  Of 
course,  we  would  appreciate  funding  at  the  same  level  as  in  1996,  if  that  is  the 
determination  of  the  Selectmen. 

During  the  time  period  of  January  1 ,  1 996  and  September  30,  1 996  The  Community 
Kitchen  served  and/or  distributed  23,282  meals  to  residents  of  Hinsdale,  for  a  total  cost 
to  The  Kitchen  of  $1 0,01 1 .26.  There  are  still  three  months  left  in  the  year.  The  average 
cost  per  meal  to  The  Community  Kitchen  is  $0.43,  which  covers  all  of  our  costs 
including  salary,  insurance,  vehicle  operation  and  maintenance,  utilities  and  food. 

You  may  be  wondering  why  the  number  of  meals  served  and/or  distributed  is  so  high. 
Here  is  the  way  the  number  is  arrived  at:  a  family  from  Hinsdale  comes  into  our  pantry 
program  on  a  Wednesday  between  the  hours  of  1 1am  and  4pm,  or  on  a  Thursday 
between  the  hours  of  12:30  and  5:30pm.  The  first  stop  is  at  the  computer  check-in 
table,  where  one  of  our  volunteers  will  ask  for  the  name  and  address  of  the  family.  If  it 
is  a  family  in  for  the  first  time,  they  will  have  to  fill  in  two  forms;  the  first  is  our  internal 
information  sheet  with  names  and  birth  date  information  on  all  members  of  the  family, 
as  well  as  mailing  and  street  address.  The  second  form  is  a  USDA  income  verification 
sheet,  which  in  addition  to  the  name,  age  and  address  information,  asks  about  any 

other  assistance  the  family  is  receiving for  example  food  stamps  or  fuel  assistance. 

If,  in  fact,  the  family  receives  assistance  from  another  federal  program,  then  their 
income  has  already  qualified  them  to  receive  USDA  foods.  If  the  family  does  not 
receive  assistance  elsewhere,  then  there  is  a  section  to  be  filled  in  regarding  the 
income  of  the  household.

The  family  proceeds  into  the  pantry  line     if  they  have  arrived  at  the  beginning  of  the 
day,  then  the  line  is  extremely  long,  and  a  wait  of  half  an  hour  is  normal.  Hopefully  the 
family  has  brought  along  a  box  or  a  laundry  basket  in  which  to  place  their  food, 
because  we  often  run  out  of  boxes.  Five  families  at  a  time  are  able  to  proceed  to  the 
back  room  where  all  the  food  for  the  pantry  is  stored.  There  are  long  tables  set  up, 
•'buffet  style,"  with  six  to  eight  volunteers  staffing  the  line.  The  family  goes  from  the 
cooler  and  freezer  items  to  the  "one  item"  box  to  the  canned  goods  to  the  vegetables  to 
the  pasta  and  sauce  to  the  cereal  and  bread.  The  size  of  the  family  determines  how 

much  of  each  item  a  family  receives the  goal  is  to  provide  three  days  worth  of  food 

for  each  family  member,  or  nine  meals  per  person,  each  time  they  come  in.  So,  if  a 
family  of  four  comes  in  three  different  times  in  one  month,  they  would  receive  36  meals 
at  each  visit,  for  a  total  of  108  meals,  in  that  one  month. 

At  the  Hot  Meal  program,  dinner  is  prepared  and  served  family  style.  We  will  be  serving 
dinner  on  Mondays,  Wednesdays  and  Fridays  at  two  church  locations  in  Keene  until 
the  end  of  November  1996.  At  that  time  the  Mechanic  St.  building  will  be  ready  to  move 
into,  and  we  will  begin  serving  dinner  there.  Each  hot  meal  is  counted  as  one  meal 
served  to  a  resident  of  a  particular  town.  The  number  of  people  receiving  a  hot  meal  is 

calculated  by  surveys  taken  each  month people  who  eat  are  asked  where  they  are 

living,  it  is  recorded,  then  an  average  is  taken  of  all  the  surveys. 

I  am  hoping  that  we  will  be  able  to  set  up  a  time  for  a  meeting  or  phone  conversation 
between  The  Community  Kitchen  and  either  the  Selectmen,  the  Town  Welfare 
administrator  or  the  Budget  Committee  in  order  to  answer  any  further  questions  you 
may  have.  Please  let  me  know  if  you  would  like  to  schedule  a  meeting  as  soon  as 
possible.  Thank  you  for  your  time  and  consideration.

DECEMBER  31,  1996 


This  year  has  once  again  been  busy  for  the  department,  with  an  increase  in  calls  and  an  increase  in 
complaints  that  were  answered. 

While  some  of  the  major  crimes  have  gone  down,  the  others  have  gone  up. 

Property  crime  has  gone  down  slightly,  crimes  against  persons  has  shown  an  increase,  and  crimes 
committed  by  juveniles  have  increased  almost  28  percent. 

Due  to  the  increase  in  crime  and  charges  brought  forth,  the  Sergeant  is  spending  a  lot  more  time  on 
preparing  for  and  being  in  Keene  District  Court.  In  1996  he  spent  between  53  and  79  hours  per 
month  on  this. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  citizens  of  Hinsdale  for  their  cooperation  in  notifying  us  of  potential  crimes 
in  progress  and  their  continued  support.

The  Community  Development  Office  is  the  principal  office  for  all  planning,  zoning,  land  use 
matters,  information  and  activity  concerning  property  records  and  grant  administration  projects. 

The  Hinsdale  Board  held  hearings  on  six  site  plan  review  applications,  and  five  subdivision 
and/or  boundary  adjustment  application  in  1996. 

The  subdivision  regulations  and  site  plan  review  regulations  were  amended  to  bring  them  into 
compliance  with  state  statutes.  The  subdivision  regulations  were  also  amended  pertaining  to  road 
construction  specification. 

Discussions  were  held  and  a  pubhc  hearing  held  on  the  adoption  of  the  BOCA  building  codes. 
The  planning  board  voted  to  present  the  questions  on  the  1997  town  meeting  ballot. 

The  1996  townwide  property  revaluation  was  completed  in  time  for  the  second  issue  tax 
billing.  Vision  Appraisal's  new  software  has  been  installed  on  the  town's  commuter  and  will  be 
utilized  for  the  annual  updating  of  properties. 

The  Hinsdale  Millstream  Community  Center  construction  was  completed.  The  grand  opening 
was  held  on  January  25,  1997. 

The  Town  received  a  grant  to  begin  the  process  of  bringing  the  town  hall  into  compliance 
with  the  American  Disabilities  Act  (ADA).  The  completion  of  an  ADA  Transition  Plan  for  many  of 
the  town  owned  buildings  was  also  accomplished.
